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DALLAS — Who killed JFK? 


The question has been around 
since the president was assas- 
sinated on that November after- 
noon in Dallas nearly 28 years 
ago. This week, a three-day 
symposium principally of those 
who reject tne official explana- 
tion is being held in a hotel just 
down the street from the old 
Texas School Book Depository. 

The Assassination Syinposium 
on John F. Kennedy, dubbed 
ASK, is largely a gathering of 
conspiracy buffs dedicated to 
“solving” the Nov. 22, 1963, 
murder. 

For the most part, partici- 
pants reject the Warren Com- 
mission conclusion that Lee 
Harvey Oswald, acting alone, 
killed the president. 

The commission said Oswald 
/was the lone assassin who fired 
three shots into the presidential 
motorcade from the sixth floor of 
the Texas School Book Deposi- 
tory. 

And they insist that Jack 
Ruby, who murdered Oswald 
two days later, was a co- 
conspirator. 

The goals of ASK, sponsors 
say, “are to present and dis- 
seminate information about the 
assassination, and ultimately 
prompt the United States gov- 
ernment to open all files and 
archives pertaining to the assas- 
sination in order to resolve ques- 
tions that remain unanswered 
v 28 years after the fact.” 

Among the panelists and 
speakers are authors and re- 
searchers who /for years have 
advanced often novel theories on
